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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  had  a  busy  year  as  usual.  During 
the  month  of  January  much  time  was  spent  closing  the  books  and 
making  out  reports  for  the  town  report.  Last  year  we  changed  our 
bookkeeping  system  over  to  a  computerized  system.  This  has  made 
the  work  of  our  secretaries  much  easier,  and  we  find  that  the  infor- 
mation that  is  needed  is  much  more  readily  available.  With  the  use 
of  the  computer  we  have  been  able  to  invest  our  excess  funds  and 
have  made  $  above  our  total  borrowing  costs.  This  year  we  have 
also  put  our  payroll  on  computer. 

During  the  month  of  March  of  course  we  held  town  meeting 
and  spent  time  preparing  for  that.  After  town  meeting  we  solicited 
bids  for  a  new  cruiser,  which  was  awarded  to  Carpenter  Ford  of 
Tilton  as  the  low  bidder.  Many  hours  were  spent  through  the  spring 
and  summer  comparing  loaders  and  getting  prices.  During  August, 
we  finally  purchased  a  Catapillar  930  loader  from  Jordan-Milton 
of  Hopkinton.  We  purchased  this  loader  on  a  total  cost  bid,  which 
means  Jordan-Milton  will  guarantee  the  town  that  the  total  repair 
bill  for  this  piece  of  equipment  will  not  exceed  $10,000  over  a  10 
year  period.  They  will  also  repurchase  this  piece  of  equipment  at 
the  end  of  10  years  for  $30,000  cash. 

In  April  the  highway  agent  Robert  Hadley  resigned.  We  were 
very  fortunate  to  obtain  the  services  of  former  selectman  Charles 
McGettigan,  Jr.  to  take  over  this  position.  Charlie  is  responsible 
for  the  cemeteries,  parks  and  playgrounds  in  addition  to  his 
highway  responsibilities. 

In  June  Mr.  David  Blackmer  presented  the  Board  with  a  plan  to 
rebuild  the  bridge  on  the  west  end  of  County  Farm  Road.  This 
would  be  at  no  expense  to  the  town.  The  Board  voted  to  have  Mr. 
Blackmer  proceed  with  the  new  bridge  as  per  the  specifications 
given  to  us. 

The  long  awaited  tax  map  was  received  in  August.  After  re- 
ceiving the  tax  map  we  spent  many  hours  assigning  map  and  lot 
numbers  to  the  tax  records.  We  found  some  pieces  of  property 
which  were  previously  not  assessed.  During  September  we  received 
a  letter  from  the  state  Tax  Commission  asking  us  about  our  re- 
assessment, which  has  been  ordered  to  be  complete  by  April  1, 
1982. 

On  October  29th,  we  went  to  Concord  to  get  our  tax  rate  which 
is  as  follows:  Town  $18.80;  Schools  $51.60;  County  $4.10;  Total 
$74.50.  Tax  bills  were  mailed  the  first  week  of  November. 

During  the  month  of  December  we  spent  time  working  on  the 
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budgets  for  the  new  year  and  we  also  reviewed  several  parcels  of 
property  for  tax  purposes. 

A  lot  of  thanks  must  go  to  our  secretaries,  Sandra  Trow  and 
Barbara  Schultz,  for  a  job  well  done.

REVISED  TRAFFIC  ORDINANCES 

as  of  March  1,  1982 
ARTICLE  l 

SECTION  I  PARKING 

A.  No  vehicle  shall  stop  or  park  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  such 
street  crossings  as  shall  be  marked  by  painted  lines  by  order  of  the  select- 
men, except  in  case  of  accident  or  when  directed  to  do  so  by  a  police  of- 
ficer, and  no  vehicle  shall  park  within  a  distance  of  less  than  10  feet  of  any 
hydrant. 

B.  Parking  on  the  west  side  of  Main  Street  from  the  Proctor  Agency  to 
the  Post  Office  shall  be  at  an  angle  of  forty-five  degrees. 

C.  Parking  on  the  east  side  of  Main  Street  between  Park  Street  at  the 
"cut"  to  Maple  Street,  shall  be  parallel  to  the  curb  and  within  twelve 
inches  thereto  and  between  painted  lines  where  so  marked  except  in  front 
of  the  Town  Hall  where  no  parking  shall  be  allowed. 

D.  Parking  on  the  east  side  of  Forest  Street  from  the  Masonic  Temple 
to  Dale  Street  shall  be  parallel  with  the  curb  and  within  twelve  inches 
thereto. 

E.  Parking  on  the  west  side  of  Forest  Street  from  the  blinker  to  the 
laundromat  and  on  the  south  side  of  the  memorial  lot  is  prohibited. 

F.  No  parking  shall  be  allowed  on  Maple  Street  between  Prince  Street 
and  Russell  Street  during  any  service  or  public  function  at  the  Catholic 
Church. 

G. 

H.  All  night  parking  on  the  streets  of  the  Town  of  Wilton  from  9  p.m.  to 
6  a.m.  between  November  1st  and  April  15th  is  prohibited. 

I.  Parking  on  the  north  side  of  Maple  Street  from  Park  Street  to  its 
junction  with  Main  Street  is  prohibited. 

J.  Parking  on  the  easterly  side  of  State  Route  31  south  of  Gamble 
Brook  for  a  distance  of  500  yards  is  prohibited. 

K.  Parking  on  the  north  side  of  Highland  Street  from  its  junction  with 
the  railroad  tracks  to  the  Co-op  School  entrance  driveway  is  prohibited. 

L.  Parking  on  the  east  side  of  Park  Street  for  a  distance  of  40  feet  from 
the  corner  of  Maple  and  Park  is  prohibited. 

M.  Parking  on  the  north  side  of  Maple  Street  for  a  distance  of  40  feet 
easterly  from  the  corner  of  Maple  and  Park  is  prohibited. 

N.  Parking  on  the  southerly  side  of  Lower  Main  Street  from  the  Mil- 
ford  town  line  for  a  distance  of  180  feet  in  a  westerly  direction  is  pro- 
hibited. 

O.  There  shall  be  a  parking  space  on  Main  Street  plainly  marked  and 
reserved  for  the  use  of  the  police  cruiser  only. 
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P.  Parking  on  the  westerly  side  of  Park  Street  from  Tremont  Street  to 
Maple  Street  is  prohibited. 

Q.  Parking  of  motor  vehicles  in  public  parking  lots  owned  by  the  Town 
of  Wilton  on  Main  Street  and  Forest  Street  between  the  hours  of  9:00  p.m. 
and  6:00  a.m.  is  prohibited. 

R.  Parking  on  the  westerly  side  of  Prince  Street  from  Tremont  Street 
to  Maple  Street  during  any  service  or  public  function  at  the  Catholic 
Church  is  prohibited. 

S.  Parking  on  the  easterly  side  of  Prince  Street  from  Maple  Street  to 
Main  Street  during  any  service  or  public  function  at  the  Catholic  Church 
is  prohibited. 

T.  Livermore  Street  shall  be  subject  to  one  way  traffic.  All  vehicles 
shall  travel  from  Park  Street  to  Tremont  Street. 

U.  Tremont  Street  shall  be  subject  to  one  way  traffic,  all  vehicles 
shall  travel  from  Livermore  Street  to  Park  Street. 

V.  No  vehicle  going  north  on  Maple  Street  shall  make  a  left  turn  onto 
Main  Street. 

W.  No  vehicle  traveling  north  on  Main  Street  shall  make  a  right  hand 
turn  onto  Maple  Street 

SECTION  II 

A.  Parking  on  Main  Street  in  the  Town  of  Wilton  on  the  east  and  west 
side  of  Main  Street,  between  Route  31  at  the  northerly  end  and  the  Post 
Office  on  the  southerly  end  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion. 

B.  Except  where  designated  as  no  parking  areas,  all  parking  on  Main 
Street  between  the  hours  of  9:00  a.m.  and  6:00  p.m.  prevailing  time  on  all 
weekdays  except  Sundays  shall  be  limited  to  not  more  than  2  hours. 

SECTION  III 

A.  No  person  shall  wantonly  or  knowingly  place  any  vehicle  or  shall 
allow  any  vehicle  in  his  charge  to  stand  within  three  hundred  feet  of  any 
piece  of  fire  apparatus  while  it  is  in  service  or  do  any  act  in  any  way  to 
knowingly  interfere  with  the  actions  of  the  Fire  Department  while  in  ser- 
vice at  a  fire.  No  person  shall  park  or  permit  to  be  parked  any  vehicle 
within  a  distance  of  less  than  25  feet  of  any  entrance  to  buildings  where 
fire  apparatus  is  permanently  housed. 

SECTION  IV 

A.  All  vehicles  shall  come  to  a  full  stop  at  any  intersection  of  streets 
where  stop  signs  have  been  erected  by  order  of  the  Selectmen  or  other 
constituted  authority. 
ARTICLE  II 

Section  I.  Penalties  for  Violations 

A.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  regulations  under  Article  1  Section 

1  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  over  $20.00  for  the  use  of  the  Town  of 
Wilton. 

B.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  regulations  under  Article  1  Section 

2  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  $4.00  for  the  use  of  the  Town  of  Wilton. 

D.  Any  person  violating  the  regulations  under  Article  1  Section  3  shall 
be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  over  $100.00  for  the  use  of  the  Town  of  Wilton. 

E.  Any  person  violating  the  regulations  under  Article  1  Section  4  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  over  $100.00  for  the  use  of  the  Town  of  Wilton.

The  purposes  of  the  Library  Trustees  are  to  provide  service  to  our 
community  and  to  preserve  the  gifts  given  to  the  Library  for  future 
generations. 

The  trustees  must  share  the  pride  in  our  circulation  figures  and  the 
high  percentage  of  regular  community  patrons  with  our  staff,  under  the 
direction  of  Jane  Alsfeld.  Mrs.  Alsfeld  holds  a  master's  degree  in  Library 
Science. 

The  Gregg  Free  Library  building  has  been  formally  proposed  for 
placement  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Buildings.  The  State  of 
New  Hampshire  Office  of  Preservation  has  forwarded  the  data  on  the 
building  to  the  Washington  Office. 

The  year  1981  is  the  first  full  year  of  income  from  the  Annie  L.  Power's 
bequest.  A  trust  bequest  to  the  Library  allows  the  trustees  to  receive  in- 
come in  order  to  provide  services  and  serves  as  a  remembrance  of  the 
people  of  our  community. 

In  1982,  we  are  asking  how  we  can  better  serve  the  elderly  and  the 
handicapped  who  cannot  visit  our  building. 

At  Town  Meeting  we  will  request  that  five  hundred  dollars  be  with- 
drawn from  the  Cooley  Trust  Fund  income.  This  money  will  be  used  for 
research  on  answers  to  the  access  problem. 

Our  Library  building  should  be  visited  by  all  and  our  books,  maga- 
zines, art  works,  records  and  research  services  are  yours  for  the  asking. 
Make  our  Library  -  your  Library.

The  library  has  had  another  successful  year.  The  expansion  of  library 
hours  has  been  much  appreciated  by  the  patrons.  The  library  is  now  open 
on  Tuesday  mornings  from  9-12  and  Saturday  mornings  from  9-12.  This  is 
in  addition  to  our  regular  hours  of  the  past. 

Story  hour  is  held  on  Tuesday  morning  with  crafts  and  a  story.  The 
school  classes  (2-6)  still  visit  the  library  once  a  month.  The  Historical 
Society,  Carnival  Hill  committee,  Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts,  Brownies  and 
the  Saturday  Crafts  group  all  use  the  library  facilities. 

The  roof  project  has  one  more  year  to  completion.  This  year  work  was 
done  on  the  bay  window  located  in  the  adult  reading  room.  The  brick  work 
project  was  completed  in  1981.  The  exterior  has  been  fully  cleaned  and 
pointed. 

For  the  year  1981,  27,772  books  were  circulated  which  makes  Wilton 
have  the  largest  circulation  of  books  for  a  library  of  its  size  in  the  state.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
WILTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  FOR  1981 

Again  as  in  the  past  several  years  the  complaints  handled  by  the 
department  have  increased  sharply. 

It  appears  that  the  sagging  economy  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with 
the  type  of  complaints  received,  however,  we  have  been  fortunate 
in  reducing  the  number  of  Criminal  Mischief,  Larceny  and 
Burglary  complaints.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the  number  of  At- 
tempted Burglaries  increased  from  last  year  and  the  Burglaries  ac- 
tually committed  decreased.  The  department  has  been  extremely 
successful  in  solving  the  majority  of  the  Burglaries  and  the  success- 
ful prosecution  has  obviously  helped. 

The  constant  patrols  and  citations  along  with  warnings  seem  to 
have  had  a  positive  effect  on  our  accident  ratio,  lowering  the  total 
number  of  accidents  by  eight  and  the  personal  injury  accidents  by 
six. 

Personnel  problems  are  ongoing  with  Sgt.  Savoy  leaving  in  June 
and  the  department  working  shorthanded  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year.  It  is  fortunate  that  we  have  conscientious  and  hard  working 
full  time  and  special  officers  who  always  responded  to  our  needs 
when  scheduling  is  tight  or  extra  manpower  is  needed. 

Officer  Maguire  graduated  from  the  54th  session  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Police  Academy  on  May  1 ,  1981  4th  in  his  class  and  has 
been  on  the  streets  since  that  time. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  citi- 
zens and  all  the  other  departments  for  their  continued  support,  and 
the  members  of  the  Wilton  Police  Department  for  their  devotion.

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1981  WILTON  FIRE  REPORT 

There  was  the  same  number  of  chimney  fires  reported  this  year 
as  there  was  in  1980.  This  is  no  reason  to  rejoice  but  it  does  indicate 
that  people  are  starting  to  practice  more  caution  in  using  wood  bur- 
ning devices.  If  we  had  statistics  to  show  the  number  of  people  us- 
ing wood  stoves  now  the  number  would  probably  show  an  increase. 
However,  there  are  still  some  shoddy  installations  around  and 
many  of  them  have  caused  problems.  Some  have  been  minor  and 
some  have  been  serious  enough  to  cause  a  great  deal  of  damage  to 
residences  and  places  of  business. 

If  a  wood  or  coal  stove  is  to  be  installed  the  Fire  Department 
should  be  called  for  an  inspection  of  the  same  and  to  get  informa- 
tion as  to  the  correct  installation.    • 

Another  precaution  that  should  be  taken  would  be  for  every 
residence  to  have  smoke  detectors.  Every  day  we  read  or  see  on  tele- 
vision news  items  about  people  getting  burned  to  death  in  their 
homes.  Many  of  these  deaths  could  be  prevented  if  there  had  been 
smoke  or  heat  detectors  in  these  homes.  It  would  behoove  each  and 
every  one  of  us  to  install  a  heat  or  smoke  detector  in  our  homes. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  firemen  and  the  many  others  that  have  as- 
sisted the  Wilton  Fire  Department  in  1981.

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WILTON  WATER  WORKS 

Improving  our  water  system  by  draining  and  cleaning  the  reser- 
voir, changing  the  screens,  cutting  brush  and  repairing  leaks  in  the 
Garwin  Falls  dam  were  some  of  the  projects  undertaken  this  year. 
Our  efforts  have  been  somewhat  successful  in  that  our  water 
samples  sent  to  the  State  have  shown  marked  improvement  of  late 
after  completing  these  projects. 

We  are,  however,  in  continuous  violation  of  turbidity  levels 
(discoloration  of  the  water)  required  by  the  State.  Failure  to  satisfy 
this  requirement  and  others  such  as  low  pressure  in  some  areas  of 
the  system  has  resulted  in  much  time  and  effort  being  spent  to  make 
improvements  and  also  to  bring  our  system  into  compliance  with 
New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission 
minimum  requirements. 

The  Commissioners  have  met  with  our  Engineers,  State  and 
Federal  Agencies  to  develop  some  solutions  to  our  water  problems. 
Our  combined  efforts  will  eventually  be  presented  to  the  voters  for 
approval  to  implement  system  improvements  which  are  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  Town  and  approved  by  the  State. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Highway  Department  for  taking  care  of 
our  routine  maintenance  work  during  the  year.  Also  the  Selectmen 
and  other  town  officials  and  citizens  who  aided  us  during  the  year.

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SEWER  COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT 

Annual  maintenance  problems  and  cost  remained  about  the 
same  as  previous  years.  Other  events  taken  place  this  year  were  the 
establishment  of  a  Sewer  Ordinance  and  the  signing  of  a  thirty  year 
agreement  with  the  Town  of  Milford  for  treatment  facilities. 

On  January  26,  1982,  nineteen  bids  were  opened  for  the  con- 
struction program  and  the  award  results  are  being  evaluated  at  the 
time  of  this  report.

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Recycling  Center  Report 

1981  has  been  a  year  of  progress  and  refinement  for  the  Wilton 
Recycling  Center.  Improving  markets  finally  enabled  us  to  sell  steel 
cans  and  we  began  sorting  out  aluminum  foil  and  aluminum  bever- 
age cans;  both  very  valubale  items.  We  also  made  great  progress  in 
operating  the  incinerator  more  efficiently,  primarily  by  consoli- 
dating several  small  inefficient  burns  into  one  weekly  8-12  hour 
highly  efficient  burn.  This  enabled  us  to  cut  the  use  of  expensive  oil 
to  less  than  half  that  of  previous  years. 

Attention  was  also  given  to  the  appearance  of  the  Recycling 
Center.  Barnyard  loam  was  donated  by  Selectman  Greeley  and  with 
the  addition  of  our  own  compost  we've  got  the  greenest  grass  in 
town! 

Markets  for  recycled  materials  have  been  and  will  likely  remain 
volatile.  Much  effort  was  spent  this  year  in  two  areas;  developing 
markets  and  producing  uniform,  high  quality  materials.  These  ef- 
forts coupled  with  conscientious  sorting  by  the  public  have  resulted 
in  a  large  increase  in  the  revenue  received  from  the  sale  of 
recyclable  materials.  In  1980  we  received  13,551.  In  1981  that  figure 
increased  dramatically  to  23,695.  This  income  paid  about  22%  of 
the  combined  cost  of  operating  the  Center  and  debt  payment. 

It  is  difficult  to  accurately  predict  the  1982  revenue  due  to  the 
wild  fluctuations  in  market  prices.  The  demand  for  recycled 
materials  is  closely  related  to  the  strength  of  the  economy.  Seasonal 
changes  in  demand  and  price  are  also  common. 

Due  to  limited  storage  space  available  at  the  Recycling  Center, 
we  have  often  had  materials  backed  up  to  the  rafters  and  have 
sometimes  been  forced  to  give  them  away  or  sell  at  low  prices.  If  we 
had  the  space  to  store  these  materials  for  a  few  months  we  could 
often  ride  out  these  seasonal  lows  and  receive  considerably  better 
prices.  Storage  space  would  increase  our  bargaining  power  greatly. 

In  closing,  we  especially  wish  to  thank  you,  the  public,  in  all  six 
towns  that  we  serve,  for  your  conscientious  efforts  at  recycling. 
You  are  the  ones  who  make  recycling  work.  We  also  thank  the 
Wilton  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  constant  support.  Recycling 
does  work  and  it  costs  less  than  other  trash  disposal  alternatives.

The  Wilton  Lyndeborough  Ambulance  has  had  a  busy  and 
interesting  year.  The  total  number  of  runs  for  1981  was  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty  (180).  These  represented  accidents,  home  illnesses, 
mutual  aid  for  other  services  and  a  variety  of  calls. 

The  present  attendants'  roster  numbers  thirty  five  (35.).  Of 
these,  twenty-nine  are  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  and  four 
are  licensed  Advanced  First  Aid.  Under  the  new  state  regulations, 
an  Advanced  First  Aid  card  plus  fifteen  additional  hours  of  train- 
ing is  the  least  level  of  requirement  to  be  an  ambulance  attendant. 
Everyone  is  required  to  maintain  a  current  C.P.R.  card. 

New  equipment  includes  a  set  of  Medical  Anti-Shock  Trousers. 
These  were  purchased  with  gift  monies  acquired  through  donations 
or  bequests.  At  the  first  of  the  year,  six  crew  members  were  certi- 
fied in  their  use.  Six  more  will  soon  start  training.  Like  the  Hurst 
Tool,  this  valuable  equipment  is  not  used  often,  but  can  mean  the 
difference  between  life  and  death.  The  additional  hours  of  training 
are  well  worthwhile.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  community  for 
making  their  purchase  possible. 
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WILTON-LYNDEBOROUGH  YOUTH  CENTER,  INC. 

The  Wilton-Lyndeborough  Youth  Center  takes  great  pride  in 
providing  summer  recreation  for  the  two  towns.  Thanks  to  dedi- 
cated volunteers,  your  tax  deductible  donations,  registration  fees, 
special  fund  raising  efforts,  help  from  local  businesses  and  organi- 
zations, park  training  programs,  town  appropriations  and  good 
management,  the  Youth  Center  has  managed  to  hold  down  its 
budget  costs.  However  inflation  is  catching  up  with  us,  and  this 
year  we  will  be  asking  for  an  increase  in  town  assessments. 

The  Youth  Center  has  been  passing  new  costs  along  to  users  of 
its  facilities  and  programs  in  an  effort  not  to  seek  more  tax  dollars 
and  will  continue  to  do  so. 

During  the  summer  of  1981,  the  Youth  Center  provided  again 
its  9  week  swim  program  at  Goss  Park  including  the  Red  Cross 
Swim  Lessons  and  Life  Saving  Classes,  Heart  Association  CPR 
Training,  Tennis  Lessons  with  Instructor  Miss  Diane  Bourgoine, 
Arts  and  Crafts  by  Mrs.  Carol  Dowling,  Softball  competitions, 
Pre-school  Story  Hour  with  Mrs.  Brenda  Cassidy  of  the  Tarbell  Li- 
brary and  volunteer  assistants,  a  "Luau",  the  Ken-L-Ration  Kids 
Dog  Show,  P.J.  Day,  Road  Race  #4,  a  Hampton  Beach  Day  Trip, 
The  Roberts  Bros.  Circus,  an  Old  Home  Days  Float  which  won  2nd 
place  for  "Best  Business".  Tennis  Memberships  were  offered  to 
those  who  enjoy  the  priviledge  of  using  the  tennis  court  after 
regular  park  hours.  Lights  for  night  tennis  were  installed  thanks  to 
Ed  Lamminen  and  friends.  The  park  also  offered  a  Swimmer  Aid 
Orientation  Class  for  the  first  time  for  prospective  life  guarders. 

The  park  facilities  are  available  for  local  business  outings  via 
contract. 

The  Ice  Skating  Area  at  Carnival  Hill  was  once  again  delayed  - 
first  due  to  shortage  of  funds,  then  postponed  due  to  mud.  The 
area  has  been  surveyed  and  grade  lines  shot. 

The  park  was  used  by  the  Little  League  teams  once  again  -  a 
good  family  experience. 

The  Youth  Center  would  like  to  find  someone  willing  to  serve 
on  the  board  as  a  Tennis  Chairman  who  will  try  to  arrange  tennis 
competitions  and  tournaments. 

Thank  you  for  your  continued  support,  and  we  will  strive  to  im- 
prove and  expand  the  programs  we  offer.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS  REPORT 

Vincent  J.  Franco 

This  report  is  traditionally  written  to  cover  the  preceding  school 
year.  Since  I  assumed  office  in  August  1981  a  report  from  me  on 
the  1980-81  school  year  is  not  possible  thus  this  report  will  focus  on 
the  present  and  future  of  the  Wilton-Lyndeborough  Cooperative 
School  District  and  School  Administrative  Unit  No.  63. 

Wilton-Lyndeborough  Cooperative  Junior-Senior  High  School 
is  under  new  leadership.  There  is  an  emphasis  on  striving  for  good 
overall  student  behavior  and  responsibility  as  a  necessary  pre- 
requisite for  quality  education.  The  staff  and  student  body  have 
responded  to  this  reasonable  expectation  thus  setting  the  stage  for 
positive  educational  growth.  In  order  to  set  a  planned  course  for 
the  future  of  the  school,  the  staff  and  administration  is  involved  in 
the  development  of  a  three  year  plan  as  a  way  of  setting  priorities 
and  making  maximum  use  of  available  resources. 

The  addition  of  two  classrooms  in  the  cafeteria  has  provided 
extended  flexibility  in  scheduling.  A  much  needed  updating  of  gym- 
nasium lighting  has  provided  better  light  at  significantly  reduced 
operating  costs. 

The  obvious  need  for  a  computer  program  in  the  school  is  being 
addressed  by  the  School  Board  and  the  Staff. 

School  Administrative  Unit  No.  63  is  undergoing  extensive 
evaluation  in  an  effort  to  bring  the  central  office  closer  to  dealing 
with  the  needs  of  the  students  and  teachers  who  serve  them.  In 
order  to  improve  communication,  groups  have  been  established. 
Thee  groups  are: 


MANAGEMENT  TEAM 
Purposes: 

1.  To  seek  and  find  opportunities  for  cooperation,  exchange 
ideas,  and  instructional  articulation  between  and  among  the 
schools,  their  staffs,  and  their  programs. 

2.  To  involve  the  school  principals  in  the  development  and  im- 
plementation of  policies  and  procedures  within  the  School 
Administrative  Unit. 

Membership:  School  Principals 
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TEACHER  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 

Purposes: 

1.  To  represent  the  various  school  staffs  in  the  development  of 
School  Administrative  Unit  policies  and  procedures  that  affect  the 
teacher. 

2.  To  improve  communication  and  increase  understanding  on 
all  educational  issues. 

3.  To  encourage  the  exchange  of  ideas  and  expertise  among  the 
various  school  staffs  at  all  levels.

STUDENT  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 

Purposes: 

1 .  To  represent  the  student  body  in  the  development  of  policies 
and  procedures  that  will  affect  students  and  their  education. 

2.  To  provide  the  Superintendent  with  direct  student  input  and 
advise  on  secondary  school  matters. 

Membership:  Six  students  from  each  secondary  school,  two 
seniors,  two  juniors  and  two  sophomores  nominated  by  the  respec- 
tive class  officers,  and  recommended  by  their  principal. 

In  addition,  the  SAU  office  has  greatly  enhanced  and  modern- 
ized its  bookkeeping  and  financial  accounting  with  the  addition  of 
a  Cado  Computer.  The  computer  has  a  word  processing  capacity 
which  we  hope  to  utilize  in  the  near  future. 

The  SAU's  present  oificQ  location  is  being  closely  studied  and  a 
cost  effective  solution  to  the  housing  of  the  central  office  staff  is 
being  sought. 

My  initial  experience  with  the  communities,  teachers,  students. 
and  School  Boards  whom  I  serve  gives  me  much  reason  to  hope 
that  by  working  together  we  can  make  the  best  use  of  the  resources 
provided  for  the  good  of  the  young  people  we  serve.
